Report on Analysis of Preferred Department Locations for Space Task Force 

Dr. Bird advised that a student has now been added to the Task Force. In his verbal report of the 
Space Task Force, Dr. Bird outlined three possible scenarios: 1) Visual Arts would be located at 
Sir George and all performing Arts at Loyola with Arts and Science on both campuses; 2) Fine 
Arts would be located at Sir George, and all of Arts and Science at Loyola; 3) all Fine Arts would 
be located at Loyola and all Arts and Science at Sir George. 

Dr. Bird then explained the document Arts and Science as a Two-Campus Operation (handed out 
at the meeting). This one-page document was produced by Dr. Chaikelson and himself as a result 
of further study on the table of potential locations in the Arts and Science Position Paper (green 
cover). He added that he would present this document to the Space Task Force to guide discussion 
on possible location of Arts and Science departments. Comments/criticisms were invited from 
members of Council. 


Arts and Science Faculty Position Document - ASFC 9M-A 

Dr. Valaskakis presented the updated Position Paper (slate-blue cover); it had been amended in 
response to discussions at Chairs and the last Council meetings. She proposed that the document 
be accepted by Council in principle, then discussion and decision should follow on whether this 
document would be sent to Dr. Lightstone for SCAPP, the deadline for which is Wednesday 
morning. Over the Christmas holidays, this document along with response documents from the 
other Faculties will be analysed by the Provost, who will prepare a reply to the responses for the 
January meeting of SCAPP. A brief discussion followed. 


ASFC 96-9M-2 It was moved (Singer/Schmid) that the document A Position Paper on 
Academic Planning, ASFC-9M-A, be approved, with minor editorial 
changes. 

Passed, in favour 31, abstentions 4 opposed 0.
